ONDON, April 4.—Within twenty-four hours following President Wilson's speech to Congress 
there has come a remarkable change of opinion regarding the length of the war. Today 
I find a general belief that peace is but a matter of weeks. 
A big section of the public here is beginning to believe that Germany will quit “cold” now 
that America is arrayed against her. They believe that America has launched an offensive, with- 
out using a man or a gun, which will prove powerful enough to convince Germany that it is good 
They think that Cermany will consider the force America 
has brought to bear against her just as effective as the five, ten or twenty divisions she might 
send’ next year. 
No other line of reasoning explains the reversal of public opinion. Great Britain s spirit for 
continding the war was never higher nor more confident, but there has undoubtedly come a sudden 
belief in the possibility of peace. 
To an extent this shift cannot be satisfactorily explained. It may be merely a “hunch” just 
as one risks a wager on a horse because the name appeals to him. The proponents of the peace 
idea, erstwhile fire-eaters, admit this, but they defend themselves by pointing to the Russian revo- 
lution and the change in America's attitude toward affairs in two months.

Imminence of Hostilities with America 
Pain to Popular Leaders. 


ERLIN, April 4—More and 
more the undercurrents of the 
time are directing both the pub- 

lie and the official mind toward the 
conviction that the best possibilities 
of peace have their source in the 
crystallization of liberal ideas now 
taking place in Europe. 

The sequence is clear. First: 
Democracy wants peace. Second, 
democracy is growing. Rapproche- 
ment between the liberal leaders in 
certain of the warring countries is 
not hopeless. 

This statement is supported by 
the German Chancellor's emphatic— 
almost angry-—repudiation of any 
sympathy on the part of Germany 
with the Czarist and other Russian 
forces of reaction. 


With absolution dethroned in 
Russia and explicit promises of 
franchise reform given in Prussia, 


European democracy realizes it has 
taken a long step toward its goal. 

The great masses of the people 
are convinced that Germany is on 
the verge of electrical changes which 
will be the more safe and salutary 
because they are the result, not of 
sudden clamor, but of long years of 
education and because the German 
Emperor is known to sympathize 
with the reform movement. He hae 
social legislation continu- 
ously. 

The opinion here is that the 
Hohenzollerns for three generations, 
including the present Emperor, have 
not been blind to the signs of the 
times. 

This conviction of the coming of 
a new stage in Germany's political 
development makes her feel she is 
ih a position to talk to democracy 
in its own language. 

This feeling undoubtedly causes 
the German democratic leaders to 
face with more pain than ever be- 
fore the imminence of hostile reha 
tions toward the American democ- 
racy. 

It cannot be too emphatically re- 
peated that democracy, working un- 
der ancient and beloved forms, but

WAR LORDS MUST 80.

LONDON, April 4.—Reports that 
in a conference in Hamburg of rep- 
resentatives of the Central Powers 
it was decided another peace offer 
will be made led the evening papers 
to make further quotations from 
President Wilson's denunciation of 
the German government and to de- 
mand that there be no peace with 
the Hohenzollerns. The Westminster 
Gazette says the conferees “can 
hardly fail to notice that the over- 
throw of their system and the clear- 
ance from the world of war lords 
and wer makers is more than ever 
projected into the foreground as the 
primary object of the Allies. 

“That is the central theme of 
President Wilson's address to Con- 
gress and the main purpose for 
which the western democracy enters 
the war.” 

The Pall Mall Gazette says that 
President Wilson “indicates quite 
clearly his determination to make 
no treaty with governments with 
whom treaties have no meaning,” 
and adds that all of the Allied na- 
tions are in line with his resolution. 
Wat the Evening News corre- 
spondent at The Hague terms an 
obviously-inepired telegram from 
Vienna to the Frankfurter Zeitung 
says: 

“Germany cannot possibly wish to 
make peace dependent on the pol- 
icy of annexation. If certain German 
parties should attempt it, it must 
be made clear that such efforts will 
find no support in Austria-Hungary.” 

The telegram to the Frankfurter 
Zeitune described the Austrian 
terms simply as a “guarantee of in- 
tegrity and policy of existence in re- 
lation to Serbia and Rumania.”

INNEAPOLIS, April 4.— Ger- 
many’s influence can be seen 
by any one who travels in Mex- 
ico. Thousands of German reserv- 
ists are pouring into Mexico from 
the United States and elsewhere, and 
there is no doubt but what they are 
getting ready for trouble with the 
United States. 
“Mexico under Carranza has gone 
backward to the days before Diaz. 
“Carranza’s election was a farce, 
a military proceeding with only one 
ticket presented to the people. 
“We must look for trouble from 
Mexico once there is war with Ger- 


many. 

These are some of the things that 
Rev. G. L. Morrill, pastor of the 
People's Church, said today on his 
arrival in Minneapolis after a trip 
through the interior of Mexico. 

Mr. Morrill went from Monterey 
to Queretaro, a few das after the 
new American Ambassador to Mex- 
co, Henry B. Fletcher, had made 
the same trip. He was in Mexico 
City election day, March 11. 

MUST CLEAN EM UP. 
His story today of conditions in 
Mexico is first-hand information 
from an American who had doubted 
the wisdom of the United States as- 
suming an aggressive attitude to- 
ward Mexico, but who is now con- 
vinced that the United States must 
eventually “go in.” 
Mr. Morrill traveled without a 
passport. A passport was refused 
him by the State Department.

“In the country between Tampico 
and Monterey, a country nominally 
controlled by Carranza, the bandits 
are active. Each train is preceded by 
a train of soldiers. Not only that, but 
the passenger coaches are preceded 
and followed by cars of soldiers. The 
windows of the cars have all been 
shot out in raids on trains. We 
were held up, but the soldiers got 
out and chased away the bandits. 

“Along the track there were such 
sights as fifteen dead bandits hang- 
ing in one place. Such sights are 
common. I took pictures of them. 
“There is the same condition be- 
tween Monterey and Queretaro. Just 
outside of the station at Queretaro 
were strung up fifteen or twenty 
bodies. Ambassador Fletcher had 
passed over the tracks a few days 
before and had seen these sights.

CORDIAL MAKERS OBJECT. 

A delegation of makers of wines 
and cordials came from San Fran- 
Cisco to object also to the 21 
cent. limit, asking that an excep- 
tion be made for cordials. Homer 
Rosenblatt said that he represented 
a score of manufacturers of cordials 
whose business would be practically 
confiscated if the act passed in its 
present form.

The 
whisky men seem to be unrepre- 
sented. The explanation to this 
seems to be that the greater por- 
tion of the “wets” prefer to make 
their fight in a referendum cam- 
paign, rather than to waste their 
energies over opposition to a meas- 
ure that would be submitted to the 
voters of the State as an initiative 
measure if rejected by the Legisia- 
ture.

FAVORS DRILL. 


Adopts Resolutian Asking 
Universal Training. 


Passes Sixty-one Measures, 


Defeats Newsboy Bill. 


Assembly to Debate Race- 
horse Tips Today. 


(RY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

SACRAMENTO, April 4.—Thirty- 
nine special appropriation bills, 
recommended by the State Board of 
Control and aggregating $844,961.40, 
were passed by the Senate and trans- 
mitted to the Assembly. The gen- 
eral appropriation bill, carrying an 
amount in excess of $17,000,000 for 
the support and maintenance of 


State ihstitutiogs, is still in course 4, 


of preparation by the Assembly 
Ways and Means Committee, and 
probably will not be completed for 
several weeks. 

The special appropriations, cov- 
ering improvements for various in- 
stitutions, Normal schools, hospitals, 
prisons and institutional deficien- 
cles, as listed in the Board of Con- 
trol budget, total more than $5,000,- 
000, but in view of Gov. Stephens’s 
recommendation that strict econ- 
omy be exercised, the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee is expected to ma- 
terially reduce this amount. 

The largest special appropriation 

today was $191,580, for main- 
taining the model and training 
schools at seven of eight State Nor- 
mal schools. 

APPROVE TRAINING 

Without a dissenting vote from 
twenty-five members present, the 
Senate adopted the Breed joint res- 
olution favoring the enactment by 
Congress of a bill for universal mili- 
tary training. The resolution now 
goes to the Assembly. 

Flaherty’s joint resolution rela- 
tive to the recognition of Irelan 
and Poland as separate governments 
at the next peace conference of the 
world powers also was adopted 
without debate. 

The Senate exeeeded its own 
hopes today, when it passed sixty- 
one bills, the largest number to be 
passed in elther house on any day 
of the present /session. 

BEAT LYON BILL. 

The only measure to meet defeat 
was the Lyon child labor bill, which 
came up for reconsideration after 
having falled of passage - 
day. It proposed to raise from 10 
to 12 years the age of children who 
may be employed in street occupa- 
tions. It was defeated today 
by a vote of 21 to 18. 

After some debate approval was 
given to Senator Crowley's bill au- 
thorizing the State Board of Equali- 
zation to call annual conventions of 
the State Assessors for the purpose 
of instruction in matters relative to 
assessment and taxation. The trav- 
eling expenses of the Assessors shall 
he borne by the counties. This fea- 
ture called forth some objection by 
Senator Kehoe of Eureka, who said 
the proposed conventions would be 
“jJunketing excursions” at the coun- 
—＋ expense. The bill passed, 26 
to 4. 

Other bins passed mainiy were 
county government acts and minor 
amendments to the codes. 

Indeterminate prison sentences, as 
provided in a bill by Senator Inman 
of Sacramento, gained approval of 
the Senate by a vote of 26 to 1.

A favorable report was submitted 
to the Senate today by the Commit- 
tee on Prisons and Reformatories on 
Senator Brown's bil! authorising the 
Board of Prison Directors to estab- 
lish a wage earning system for con- 
victs. Te ts proposed in the bill 
that the earnings, such as may be 
derived from the sale of manufac- 
tured products, be turned over to 
the families of the prisoners, or in 
leu of Gependents, to the credit of 
the prisoners themselves.

I join the Presi- 
expressing no hostility 
against the German people them- 
selves. I lived among them for two 
years. 

“The Senator from Wisconsin la- 
bored to establish an identity of 
purpose and action in the viotations 
of our neutral rights by Great Brit- 
ain and Germany. Me proved he 
did not khow the difference between 
a prize court and a torpedo. Great 
| Britain has drowned none of our 
citizens. 

Jam a little tired of utterances 
like that of the Senator from Wis- 
consin denouncing the Entente Al- 
‘lies. He ondeavors to twist the 
British Hon's tall. Demagogues 
have been doing that ever gince the 
revolution, but it is a matter of his- 
tory that most of the people of Eng- 
land were against the war on the 
colonies, 

“Which would you rather do, fi 
Germany now with France 
Great Britain and Russia, or fight 
her alone later? You've got to do 
one or the other. I tell you if Ger- 
many does win that fight on the 
continent of Burope she will begin 
building and getting ready to whip 
us unless the English fleet prevents 


Referring te the Wisconsin Sen- 
ator’s statement that the United 
States has nothing ta lose, no mat- 
ter which wins the war, Senator W- 
liame sald: “Let's see. Have we no 
honor, no reward for the future sov- 
ereignty of our country, no regard 
for our flag? Is sentiment rot; is 


patriotiem rot; is there nothing 
precious except money? 
“I'm getting tired of this talk 


that this ie a Wall-street war. That's 
a lie. Wall street did not sink the 
Lasitania, the Arabic, the Sussex 
and those other ships. I'm tired of 
lies like that. and 1 think u ts the 
duty of the American Congress and 
people to brand them as lies.”

Announcing that he would vote 
for the resolution, Senator Borah of 
Idaho said it would not commit this 
country to a war of aggression, but 
“to a war for the defense of the 
American rights and the American 
people.” 

“That our people might be spared 
participation in this war,” said Sen- 
ator Borah, “we drew back in every 
way from the contest. We did 
more than any other power did to 
keep out of this conflict, and even 
put aside the ordinary prudence of 
a nation and refused to prepare 
even for defense. Now, in the midst

“We must announce once for all 
to the world that patriotism in 
America has not departed. * More 
than 500 Americans have deen as- 
sassinated within sight of our flag 
and hearing of our border. We have 
submitted in patience. A different 
policy than we have pursued is not 
only essential, but a guarantee of 


Senator Borah paid a tribute to 
German American citizenship and 
predicted that 98 per cent. of the 
German-Americans would be per- 
fectly loyal. 

Senator Harding of Qhio chal- 
lenged the statement that the war 
spirit was due to press propaganda. 

“In voting for this resoſution I am 
not responding to the alleged hys- 
teria of a subsidized or English- 
paid press,” he said. “I think the 
American press is the most free and 
independent, the best advocate of 
Americanism.” 

Senator Hardwick of Georgia said 
the war resolution must pass, not 
because the American people or 
Congress desire war, but because it 
is “an imperative necessity.” 

“The people want peace, but not 
at the expense of national honor, or 
national safety, he said. 

Senator Cummins of Iowa, one of 
the twelve who opposed the armed 
neutrality bill, said he believed 
there was another way to meet the 
situation, but he desired to have a 
united nation, and therefore would 
vote for the war resolution. The 
Iowa Senator said he had opposed 
the armed neutrality measure be- 
cause it gave the President war- 
making powers, and “would still op- 
pose with equal earnestness at this 
time an effort of that kind.” 

“The Congress, however,” he con- 
tinued, “is now exe ing ite right- 
ful constitutional functions. When 
Congress has determined, every man 
will yield instant undivided alle- 
giance to its decree. There will be 
no division. And no man will be 
permitted to outrun me to make 
America strong and victorious in the 
struggle that is before us. 

“I still believe there is another 
better course than a declaration of 
war. If I believed there was a fair 
opportunity to fight for that way I 
would not hesitate to take time to 
submit my reasons for its adoption. 
But I know. and every man knows, 
that war will be declared, and I in- 
tend to give evidence of unity among 
the people by subordinating my 
judgment to that of my fellows in 
Congress. I want the world to 
kttow that when this government has 
acted through ita constitutional au- 
thority every man, and woman, too, 
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who loves the old flag will stand by 
the government, by the country.” 

Senator Pittman of Nevada said 
he sympathized with the mothers 
whose letters had been read to the 
Senate today and who would bear 
the burden of war. 

“If it were true that it would les- 
sen their burdens,” he said, “I would 
weigh the insults we have suffered 
before I voted, but I cannot con- 
celve they can be I would 
rather lose a few hundreds of men 
in this war now than lose millions 
later. We must conquer Germany, 
or she will conquer us later.” 

Senator James of Kentucky pre- 
dicted that German-Americans 
would be found loyally fighting for 
America. He indicted Germany for 
having “murdered our citizens, sunk 
our ships, dynamited our factories, 
spread spies throughout our land 
and sent her warships within three 
miles of our borders to prey upon 
our commerce, while Zimmermann 
sought an aliiance of Japan and 
Mexico.” 

“And yet,” he said, “we are told 
we should halt and hesitate. We 
are not warring upon Germany, but 
in defense of America.” 

Senator Williams said the resolu- 
tion did not propose that the United 
States enter the war but that it go 
into an American war to protect 
American rights and for the sake of 
honor, justice, safety, liberty and 
equality. Once at war, he declared, 
the United States should stay until 
it assured that the houses 
of Hohenzollern and MHapsburg 
would no longer reign in Germany 
and Austria, and that the Turk would 
be forced back into Asia. 

HUSTING. 

Senator Husting, Senator La Fol- 
lette’s Wisconsin colleague, said that 
while every Senator should have a 
mind of his own and speak on his 
own convictions, in times of this kind 
the conduct of international affairs 
must be in the hands of one man. 
He said he believed that if the ques- 
tion “of peace or war“ only were 
submitted to the people it would be 
voted down. 

“That,” he added, “is not the 
question here. The question is shall 
the people of the United States sup- 
port the President and Congress of 
the United States in whatever course 
they deem wisest and safest. I want 
to say that if that question were sub- 
mitted to the people they would 
sustain the President and Congress 
overwhelmingly. 

“I wish I could vote against war. 
It would ease my mind and con- 
science to vote against war, but the

DEATH CARS 
DRIVER BORED. 


Flicks His French Cuffs as 
Injured Give Evidence. 


Clarence A. Tolle on Trial 


for Manslaughter. 


Employer Admits Presence of 
Convivial Friends. 


Clarence A. Tolle patiently pol- 
ished his shoes with a linen hand- 
kerchief or flicked daintily at his 
French cuffs yesterday, while a pro- 
cession of maimed and suffering 
victims took the witness stand to 
report their account of the Vernon- 
avenu® tragedy. Tolle is being 


progecuted- on a charge of man- 
slaughter, as a result of his striking 
down and killing persons about to 
board a street car. He looked bored 
while the evidence was being heard. 

The mystery that has long at- 
tended the identity of the other 
persons in the death machine was 
lifted in the courtroom yesterday. 
Although in the past he has repeat- 
ediy denied being present, C. W. 
Pendleton, employer of Tolle, stated 
he ordered Tolle to drive himself 
and a party of companions to a 
Sunday celebration at a gun club on 
a distant beach. 

LIQUOR WAS SERVED. 

Mr. Pendleton testified: “We 
reached the gun club a t 11 
o'clock. Dinner was served shortly 
afterward and we ate until about 4 


Tolle asserted, when questioned by 
the police, that he was alone in the 
car at the time of the accident. 
Yesterday Mr. Pendleton said he oc- 
cupied the tonneau of the machine 
with five friends. 

James Gates, one of the men in- 
jured when Tolle drove into the 
crowd of pedestrians, was a witness 
yesterday. He painfully reached the 
witness chair by using crutches. His 
leg. he said. was broken in two 
places by the automobile. James 
Middock, a friend of the dead vic- 
tim, Missildine, wept on the witness 
stand as he described the tragedy. 

A surprise was introduced by the 
defense, which produced a _ tele- 
phone operator from Covina, who 
said she was at the scene. She did 
not make her presence known, she 
said, until after she had read in the 
newspapers of Mr. Pendleton’s con- 
nection with the tragedy and she 
had then informed him by tele- 
phone, ten days after the accident, 
she would be willing to testify. 

HORN WAS SOUNDED. 


Her testimony was in line with 
that of the defense, to the effect 
that a horn was sounded in warn- 
ing, the machine was driven into 
the curb, and bounded back into the 
group waiting to board the car. 

Several of Mr. Pendleton's friends 
testified Tolle was a careful driver, 
and that his pilotage of the ma- 
chine was mort cautious during the 
return trip from the gay Sunday 
celebration. 

Information was brought into the 
court yesterday showing Tolle con- 
fessed to having been a forger three 
vears ago. He admitted he forged 
his father’s name to two checks, one 
for $24 and one for $50. At that 
time, he confessed to County Pro- 
bation Officer Carl May. in a writ- 
ten statement now on file, that he 
was a moderate drinker.

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the second section thereof, makes it 
possible for all aliens who are not 
eligible to citizenship, to acquire, 
possess, enjoy and transfer real es- 
tate in this State to the extent and 
for the purposes prescribed by any 
treaty now existing (at the time of 
the passage of the act) between this 
government and the nation of which 
such alien is a citizen or subject. 
The existence of treaties upon the 
subject ie thus recognized, and the 
law does not attempt to make any 
provision contrary to such treaties. 
THE MAIN QUESTION. 


In the presentation of this de- 
murrer much was said and many au- 
thorities cited upon the proposition 
that when the law of any State and 
a treaty are in conflict, the statute 
must yield. Such a question is not 
presented here, because there is no 
such conflict, nor is any attempt 
made in the law to disregard or to 
violate any of the provisions of the 
treaty between the government of 
the United States and that of Japan. 
The main question, upon this 
branch of the discussion, is whether 
the treaty gives a right to citizens 
or subjects of Japan to hold the fee 
title to real estate in the United 
States. If it does, the law recognizes 
such right or any right given by the 
treaty. If it does not, then the Leg- 
islature had a right to make such 
provisions as it ‘deemed proper re- 
garding the holding of land by such 
aliens. 

The President, who negotiated the 
treaty, in his proclamation promul- 
gating it, refers to it as a treaty of 
commerce and navigation. On the 
same day that the treaty was signed, 
a protocol of a provisional tariff ar- 
rangement between the two nations 
was also signed, and here again it 
was referred to as a treaty of com- 
merce and navigation. It thus ap- 
pears, beyond doubt, that the pur- 

of the treaty was to make rules 
or commercial intercourse between 
the two countries, and it was so un- 
derstood and intended by the high 


| contracting parties. 


WHAT TREATY IMPLIES. 

The right of Japanese subjects to 
hold real property in the State of 
California must depend upon the 
meaning of the language employed 
in Section 1 of the treaty. It is 
provided that they shall have the 
right to “reside” in the United States 
to carry on trade, wholesale and re- 
tail. This does not n ly im- 
ply that they shall hold the title to 
the place of residence. It is next 
provided that they shall have the 
right “to own or lease and occupy 
houses, manufactories, warehouses 
and shops.” It is upon this provi- 
sion that they may “own .. 
| houses,” that the defendant, Ju- 
kishi Harada, bases one claim that 
the information and complaint does 
not state facts sufficient to consti- 
tute a cause of action. It is urged 
that if he may own a house, it is 
necessarily implied that he may own 
the land upon which the house 
stands. It may be remarked that 
there is nothing in the pleadings to 
indicate that the real estate there 
mentioned has a house upon it. 

It is urged, on the other hand, 
that the clause also found in Sec- 
tion 1 of the treaty that a Japanese 
subject shall have the right “to lease 
land for residential and commercial 
purposes” in the United States nec- 
essarily excludes any other character 
of tenure of land by him; also that 
this clause permitting leasing would 
enable him to have a place in which 
to live or carry on his business and 
thus make it possible to do a thing 
that is incident to or necessary for 
trade. The clause of the treaty per- 
mitting a Japanese subject to “own 
houses, manufactories, warehouses 
and shops” refers to buildings. Of 
course, it is not unusual for one to 
own a building, but not the land up- 
on which it stands. The right to 
remove a building, erected by a ten- 
ant upon leased land, at the expira- 
tion of the lease, has often been 
provided in the contract between 
leasor and lessee, and there is noth- 
ing in the law which prohibits such 
a provision. 

EXCLUDES LAND OWNSBRSHIP. 
„The use of the expres- 
sions, “houses, manufactories, ware- 
houses and shops,” in connection 
with the word “own” would indicate 
that it was the intention of the 
framers of the treaty to exclude 
ownership of land, especially when 
this language is followed up with 
express mention of land“ with per- 
mission to “lease” it. Applying the 
same rule to the clause “to lease 
land for residential and commercial 
purposes,” any other holding of land 
is excluded. If the intention had 
been otherwise, it would have been 
a simple thing to so provide in the 
treaty. Those who framed the treaty 
were men skilled in the shades of 
meaning given to words in different 
connections, and presumably ta- 
miliar with the meaning of the 
words and phrases which they em- 
ployed. It is therefore difficult to 
understand why they should not 
have used the expression “to own or 
lease land” if that what they 
meant. 

LIMITED TO LEASING. 
The fact that they limited the 
holding of land to a leasing of the 
same, clearly indicates that they 
did not intend to provide for any 
other tenure of land. Again, if the 
word “houses,” as used in the treaty, 
included the land upon which the 
houses stand, it was not necessary 
after giving the right “to own or 
lease . houses” to go further 
and give permission to “lease land,” 
a right already given, if the theory 
of the defendants is correct. 
It might be contended that the 
clause beginning with the words “to 
lease land” was intended to apply to 
such lands as are unoccupied by 
houses, but if that is true, it is dim 
cult to understand why the words 
“for residential purposes” were used 
in the same clause. 
The treaty does not, in the 
opinion of the court, admit of two 
constructions, and so there is no 
choice to be exercised between a re- 
strictive construction and one fa- 
vorable to rights. The construction 
here adopted does not in any way 
defeat the purpose or intention of 
the framers of the treaty, nor does 
it lead to an absurdity. The op- 
erations of trade or commerce, 
which are the subject of the treaty, 
can just as well be carried on un- 
der this construction as under the 
one sought to be established by the 
defendants. . 
From the foregoing discussion it 
follows that the court is of the 
opinion that the treaty here involved 
does not provide that subjects of 
Japan may own here. If it 
does not so provide, the anti-alien 
land law does not permit such own- 
ership, but on the contrary, forbids 
it, and such law is not in conflict 
with the treaty. Therefore, of the

NSANE LEGISLATION—THE WORST 
YET. 

An amazing measure has been intro- 
duced into the State Legisiature in Senate 
bill No. 86, by Senator Luce, and a compan- 
fon bill in the Assembly, No. 325, by Assem- 
blyman Marks, as an amendment of and sub- 
stitution for the present State Commission 
Market Act. 

This proposed legislation remodels the 
State Commission Market into a State Mar- 
ket Commission. The commission market 
features which constitute the present law 
as passed in 1915, now repudiated by the 
State Commission Market Director, are in- 
cluded as a part of the proposed new law; 
but this is more or less incidenta) to the 
fundamenta!] idea underlying the latest pro- 
posal of crack-brained legislators. ; 

This suggested legislation is one of the 
most revolutionary proposals ever promul- 
gated and should be vigorously opposed by 
, every interest, producer, dealer or con- 
sumer. Never has a more dangerous the- 
ory been advanced in this country than that 
at the bottom of these two bills. 

With the theory carried to its logical con- 
clusion and continued along the lines which 
the new market commission bill lays down, 
there can hardly be private ownership and 
contro] of property. It is well known that 
at the present moment American legislators 
are inclined to highly socialistic propaganda 
because such seem to catch votes. We have 
had some crazy laws in this State, but these 
two proposed bills pass the limit of sane 
legislation, or even insane legislation. On 
account of the fact that many people do not 
know much about them, and those directly 
concerned may not have given much thought 
to the complete meaning and phraseology 
of the proposed acts, a short summary of 
the latest brainstorms of our esteemed leg- 
islators is given. 

The meat of the proposal is in section le 
(Senate bill No. 86,) which reads: “The 
production, distribution and marketing of all 
agricultural, fishery, dairy and farm prod- 
ucts, produced, grown, raised, caught, man- 
ufactured or processed within the State of 
California, are hereby declared to be a mat- 
ter of public interest and a proper subject 
for investigation, encouragement, develop- 
ment and supervision by the State.” Talk 
about the Czar of all the Russias! Pren 
that autocrat, in his palmy days, did not try 
to regulate what one of his subjects should 
grow or how much he should get for it. 
This proposal plainly makes the production 
and handling of all things grown on the 
farms and ranches of California subject to 
State control as public utilities. There is, 
however, no responsibility, financial or oth- 
erwise, on the part of the State for the re- 
sults of its acts. 7 

Under the terms of these acts a man can- 
not buy land and grow anything on it, but 
his use of the product or handling or sale 
of it is subject to “supervision by the State.” 
If Jones wanted to grow a few tomatoes in 
his back yard for his own table he would 
first have to secure the permission of the 
market director. And yet some people prate 
about the freedom of these United States. 
“Supervision” seems going far enough, but 
yet more—this proposed law does not define 
what supervision means. It is anything at 
the whim of the supervisor. Note, for in- 
stance, section 7a, which reads: The di- 
rector is hereby vested with full power, au- 
thority and jurisdiction to do and perform 
any and all things whether herein specif- 
leally designated, or in addition thereto, 
which are necessary or convenient.” If it 
is possible to pass legislation which allows 
the Governor of the State to appoint a com- 
missioner who can do anything which he 
thinks “necessary or convenient” in the “in- 
vestigation” and “supervision” of everything 
produced agriculturally within California, it 
would seem that we have passed from a 
democracy to the most centralized absolut- 
ism. And yet we are about to make war 
upon a mation in the name of democracy 
because it is claimed that the autocracy 
of the German empire is hostile to the best 
interests of this country and the world. 

It is impossible to conceive of a more un- 
American theory or more dangerous legisla- 
tion than that proposed in these Senate and 
Assembly bills re-creating the State Market 
Commission. Mind you, the people of the 
State are not to elect a market commis- 
sioner who may do anything he may deem 
“convenient;” but a commissioner is from 
time to-time to be appointed. In addition, 
under this proposed law, the commissioner 
appoints a secretary whom he may substi- 
tute for himself. 

Quoting from Senate bill No. 86, we find, 
in addition to the enormous powers invested 
in an appointive officer of the State, as re- 
ferred to above, section 17a and following, 
in which the director of the State Market 
Commission is empowered, in connection 
with any investigations which he may 
choose for any reason to undertake, “to 
inspect the books and records of any person 
. « +» to issue subpoenas for the attend- 
ance of witnesses and production of 
papers, books, accounts and documents in 
any part of the State.” Such unbridled in- 
quisitorial powers are not to be given to 
anybody, Even a court must have some 
complaint or reason for examining the books 
and records or documents of private individ- 
uals or companies. But this law gives the 
director of the State Market Commission 
such power without any reason except his 
own Gesire, and puts the entire business of 
every producer and handler of agricultural 
products under his absolute control. 

The appointment of a commission of one 
person whose acts are not subject to any 
| control, and whose duties are not definitely 
prescribed, but left entirely to the whim 
and notion of the momentary occupant of 
the office, appeals to thinking Americans as 
being highly dangerous. It used to be that 
laws, however drastic they might be, specif- 
’ feally prescribed what the administrator of 
the law was to do. This State has been 
digressing from that idea of late, and now 
we come to this almost unbelievable pro- 
posal that an administrator be appointed 
to control everything grown in the State of 
California in any way he may deem con- 
venient.”

TREASON OF RANDALL. 

Our misrepresentative, Congressman 

Randall, uniformly follows the example of 
the cow who first gave a bucket of milk 
and then kicked it over.

“Well, you can say for me that I am 
against universal training or compulsory 
service just as strong as I can be. One 
reason I'm for Clark and the Democrats is 
that I do not favor having Julius Kahn of 
California made chairman of the Military 
Affairs Committee. I've sat over there on 
the floor too often and heard him rant 
about having a million men in our army and 
compelling all of our boys to enter a per 
nicious militaristic system. I'm opposed to 
those things. . You ask altogether too much 
in the lines of preparedness. I'm in favor 
of sensible preparation, but not militariem 
by a long shot.” 

The kind of “sensible preparation” that 
Mr. Randall favors is analogous to that of 
the dog who clamps his tall between his 
legs, rolls over on his back and whines an 
invitation to the other dogs to come and 
bite him. The preparedness that the nation 
demands and that Southern California es- 
pecially needs is a preparation of cavalry, 
infantry and artillery to burl back the con- 
giomerated host of German reservists and 
Mexican bandits that threaten our southern 
frontier and drive them below the south 
line of Chibuahua and Sonora and take the 
country and annex and rule it.

| ENTED ATROCITIES. 

No war between nations, civilized or 
semi-civilized, has ever been marked by such 
frightful atrocities as those perpetrated by 
the troops of the Kaiser upon unresisting 
and unoffending people. When the Germans 
determined to evacuate Northern France 
they began destruction of houses and prop- 
erty three weeks before the retreat was ac- 
tually begun. In the towns of Ham, Chauny 
and Tergnier regular crews of destroyers 
systematically burned and dynamited houses, 
and with moving vans carried off to Ger- 
many furniture and valuables. Gen. Von 
Fleck and hig staff carried off most of the 
furniture from the rooms which they had 
occupied, and burned what remained. The 
mining of the towns of Roye, Ham and oth- 
ers was continued three weeks before the 
fuses were finally touched. The inhabitants 
were strictly forbidden to leave their houses 
before morning. Then they were blown up 
during the night. In the town of Chauny 
150 human beings thus perished. When re- 
monstrated with for acts of robbery and 
eruelty some of the German troops replied 
that they were disgusted with them, but 
were obliged to carry out Von Hindenburg 
orders. 

In the vicinity of Ham the Germans de- 
stroyed all growing crops, running harrows 
over the sprouting fields. They cut down 
the fruit trees and slaughtered all of the 
remaining live stock that they found it in- 
convenient to drive away. Wholesale swin- 
diing was added to other offenses. During 
their two-year occupancy the Germans requi- 
sitioned continually from the civil popula- 
tion, giving “redeemable receipts.” But, be- 
fore retreating, officers forced civilians to 
surrender these claims and stripped the peo- 
ple of gold and silver money. 

Does this record of what was done by 
Germans in Northern France afford no warn- 
ing to the people of the towns and cities of 
Southern California of what may be done 
here by a combination of Germans and Mex- 
icans if, through neglect to make ample and 
immediate preparedness, we afford opportu- 
nities for loot, arson and murder to the ref- 
use rufflanism of Germany cembined with 
Mexican bandits and savages? The outcome 
of such a contest need not be doubted, for 
the aroused manhood of California would 
sweep these conglomerated Teutonic-Aztec 
fiends from the face of the earth. But, in 
the meantime, think of the loss and suffer- 
ing that would be endured! 


OW TO HELP THE ALLIES. 

What the Allies need in Furope is not 
men but munitions, food supplies and per- 
haps money. The United States navy can 
be most profitably employed in guarding 
the Atlantic Coast on this western side, 
thereby releasing from patrol and defense 
duty the vessels which Great Britain has 
been employing on the Canadian Coast and 
enabling her to more effectually keep the 
ocean paths open. 

Americans can be of great assistance by 
co-operating in the planting and harvesting 
of Canadian crops and aiding in the means 
and facilities of transportation of those 
crops to our Atlantic seaports. We can 
make it clear to the comprehension of Mr. 
Hohenzollern that the harvest fields of the 
greatest food-producing nation in the world, 
and the factories of the greatest manufac- 
turing nation in the world, whether of mu- 
nitions, of machinery or of clothing, and.

to Mr. Hohenzollern, who has forced upon 
us a contest in which we have most un- 
willingly embarked, but from which we will 
never retire except with a victory that will 
by a victory for humanity and liberty and 
national and international rights, in which 
the world will share. 

Yet, while embarking promptly and eager- 
ly in this war, the people of the United 
States will not lose sight of the fact that 
the interest of all engaged in the war,

ticle, the National 
Act contains many defects. 

As might have been expected, Con- 
gress failed to follow completely 
the advice of the General Staff. 
Even had it done so, adequate na- 
tional defense on land would not 
have been secured. The reason is 
twofold. The rapid development of 
military matters in Europe has nec- 
essarily caused a constant revision 
of opinion on the part of the General 
Staff in the effort to keep abreast 
of the times. Heretofore the Gen- 
eral Staff has shown a tendency to 
advocate measures such as it is be- 
lieved will receive Congressional ap- 
proval or meet political considera- 
tions rather than to formulate a 
comprehensive plan incorporating 
everything that is required for na- 
tional defense. That the schemes 
advocated by the General Staff are 
at times influenced by the attitude 
of the administration is by no means 
improbable. 

It is a maxim universally conced- 
ed that an adequate General Staff 
is the very foundation of military 
efficiency. Although Congress has 
made an ostensible increase in the 
number of officers of the General 
Staff, it has materially crippled this 
all-important corps by prohibiting 


the employment of more than halt 


its officers “in or near the District 
of Columbia.” The result has been 
to reduce the number of officers 
available for these important Gen- 
eral Staff duties far below the small- 
est practical minimum and thus et- 
fectually prevent the performance 
of the functions prescribed for the 
General Staff in every great army. 
A fair example of the detriment 
which the National Defense Act has 
already had on the efficiency of our 
General Staff ts to be found in the 
fact that, as only one officer is avall- 
able, the information concerning the 
European war which has been col- 
lected with the utmost care and 
at great expense by our attaches 
abroad has only been filed and cata- 
logued. To analyze and make a 
careful study of this information, 
which possesses untold value for 
our army and may be vital to our 
national existence, would require the 
labors of several officers. Indeed, 
s0 great ate the handicaps imposed 
on the General Staff that the pres- 
ent administration is seeking to 
have this part of the law repealed. 

Congress has falled to provide a 
system of depots similar to that 
which every other army has been 
obliged to adopt. In the absence of 
such depots chaoa is bound to occur 
when any attempt is made to mo- 
bilize and train large armed forces. 

The enlistment period is still left 
distinctly faulty because thé divi- 
sion into active and reserve serv- 
ice—three and four years respect- 
ively—are such that it is impossible 
to accumulate a reserve of any con- 
siderable size. ‘ 

Paqualizaticn of promotion in the 
regular army, which has been a 
burning question for years, ts still 
left as far from solution as hereto 
fore. 

Admirable as are the innovations 
in the shape of the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps, the Reserve Officers’ Train- 
ing Corps and the training camps 
modeled on the lines of those at 
Plattsburg, we must not deceive our- 
selves into putting too great a rell- 
ance on any of these at present 
constituted. Months of additional 
intensive training will be necessary 
before the men comprising these or- 
ganizations will be fit to take their 
places in the field. 

National existence is often de- 
pendent upon military strength. The 
erux ot the whole question of epit- 
omized in the Report on the Organ- 
ization of the Land Forces of the 
United States, prepared in July and 
August, 1912, under the direction of 
the Secretary of War, Hon Henry I. 
Stimson, which declared that “a na- 
tion’s military power is to be meas- 
ured not by the total number of its 
male citizens capable of bearing 
arms but by the number of trained 
soldiers with which it can meet @ 
given emergency.” 

As has been seen, the regular 
army will number only 226,649 fight- 


ing troops at its maximum or war- 


strength, and this number will not 
be attained until the fifth and last 
annual inerement has se- 
cured—in other words, after July 1, 
1920. Since the emergency increase 
in the regular army of 20,000 men, 
voted in February, 1916, for the pur- 
pose of catching Villa has not yet 
been secured, to say nothing of the 
first annual increment dating from 
July 1, 1916, there is grave reason to 
doubt the ability to obtain by volun- 
tary enlistment the number of troops 
authorized for the regular army 
alone. Yet Congress has prescribed 
that the enlisted men of the Na- 
tional Guard shall number, at the 
end of one year, 200 for each Sen- 
ator and Representative in Congress 
from each State and that this shall 
be increased 50 per cent. per annum 
until not less than 800 for each Sen- 
ator and -Represer.tative are reached. 
The Federal government is quite 
powerless to enforce its own man- 
date against a State which cannot, 
or which refuses to, obey, its only 
course being to withdraw its assist- 
ance and appropriation. 

The National Defense Act doubles 
the amount of training formerly re- 
quired of the National Guard. Even 
so, this training is preposterously 
meager for troops which are to con- 
stitute the majority of our first line 
of land defense, quite apart from the 
injustice to the officers and men 
who may be pitted against the reg- 
ulars of other nations.

Meadows, Attorney B. T. Cosper 
and Walter D. Wiley, 
dered by Denny. The 
jury exonerated Marshal J. 
Hime, who shot and killed Denny 
when he resisted arrest. 

Wiley, one of the victims, was em- 
ployed by the tractor company 
which had engaged Attorney Cosper 
to bring suit against Denny in 
Judge Meadows’s court. Wiley 
in Berkeley, where he is survived 
by a widow and two children. 

Foremen on Denny's ranch testi- 
fied that Denny on Tuesday after- 
noon, in discussing the threatened 
litigation, declared that he would 
“get the whole bunch.”

ONE HUNDRED QUIT. 


After Giving Only Hour’s Notice, 
Less than One-half of the 
Southern Pacific Freight 
Handlers in this City 
Leave Work. 


One hundred Italian freight han- 
diers quit work here yesterday when 
the Southern Pacific rejected their 
demands for an increage of 5 cents 
an hour in pay, but offered them a 
3-cent increase, according to C. I. 
Herbst, assistant general freight 
agent of the railroad. - 

The men were given until this 
morning to make a final answer on 
whether they would accept the 
smaller increase. The men were be- 
ing paid 22, 25 and 27 cents an hour, 
according to Mr. Herbst, who said 
they quit after giving their employ- 
ers an hour’s notice. No delay in 
handling freight had been caused by 
the walkout, Herbst said. The men 
claimed the entire force of 250 had 
quit work. :
